Columbus, O., Feb 17.—Supple 


menting his reply to the Mansflelc 
speech of former Senator J. B. For- 
aker, and the answer to this reply 
given out by Mr. Foraker at Cincin 
nati, Governor Cox has issued a 
statement in which he took up the 
charge in detail, setting forth the 
economic advantages of the more re- 
cent state administrations and con- 
trasting them with those when Mr. 
Foraker presided at the Statehouse, 
Governor Cox said: 


"Mr. Foraker, in his statement 


given to the Sunday morning papers, 
aays his administration as governor 
is not in issue—a plain suggestion 
that he does not want to discuss it. 
He can't be blamed for that 
But 


if it is so bad in contrast with the 
present condition of the state that 
he himself will not defend it, then 
that very circumstance is quite in- 
teresting to say the least. 
He de- 


nounces the new order in Ohio and 
begs for a return to the 'elder time,' 
an he puts it. That clearly justifies a 
discussion of so much of government- 
al affairs joining the 'elder time' a= 
he was related to it. The statement 
is made by him that in his Mansfield 
speech he was not referring to the 
present administration, but was in- 
dulging in generalities. I shall be 
more specific and deal directly with 
the official record of the self- cpn- 
stituted detainer of the progressive 
trfder of things In Ohio. 


"When Mr. Foraker left the State- 


house as governor the commonwealth 
"was bankrupt, and his bills were be- 
ing paid by vouchers dated in ad- 
vance in order to anticipate the pub- 
lic revenues. The deficit confronting 
his successor, Governor Campbell, 
was so stupendous that if the federal 
government had not paid its civil 
war debt in Ohio, of over $l,OuO,000, 
the red flag of the sheriff wouk 
have floated over the Statehouse. It if 
apparent from Foraker's incoheren 
discussion of the affairs of the state 
government that he knows no more 
about them now then he did then 
when he proved himself a disma 
failure in the conduct of the state's 
business. 
We measure up things 


relatively, and I should like this ad- 
ministration to be judged by its con- 
trast with that of Governor Foraker 
The issue can be made very plain b\ 
his accepting the standpat Republican 
nomination for governor this year 
From appearances, even he could pro 
cure it. 


"Mr. Foraker goes on to the ex- 
tent of two columns in the news- 
papers, explaining his very bald mis- 
statement of facts with reference to 
official matters. He claims to have 
procured his figures form the annual 
report of the state auditor. Mr. 
Donarey says he can, and he advises 
me that he will, speak for himself. 
He is amply able- to deal with the 
senator on his own account. 
The 


truth is that, notwithstanding the ex- 
traordinary flood expense of 1913. 
this administration went to the end 
of the fiscal year with the largest 
unincumbered balance in the history 
of. the state. 


"The receipts for 1914 
will 
be 
greater than they were in 1913. The 
expenses will be less, as shown- by 
a cut in the appropriation 
bill of 
over $890,000, so that the surplus 
at the end of 1914 will

business was unusually large and to 
this were added the eighteen assess- 
ment ordinances which have been 
hanging over the heads of the mem- 
bers like a grim specter. When the 
clerk reached these ordinances in the 
Bourse of business, Councilman Rex- 
roth urged an adjournment, saying 
that it was too uncomfortable to re- 
main an hour or more while these 
were read. 


Councilman Seward asked that the 


report of the special committee hand- 
ling the proposition to remodel the 
city building, be read before adjourn- 
ment and after this report was dis- 
posed of, Safety Director Dayton ask- 
ed for a few words relative to the fire 
ordinance which abolished the posi- 
tion of one of the fire captains. He 
told council that this action would 
put one of the men out of the service 
entirely because the civil service law 
will not permit any civil service em- 
ploye to be reduced in rank 


Council reconsidered its action and 


referred the ordinance to the safety 
committee and the safety director, in 
spite of the committee's opposition to 
the action. 


Every member was present when 


the meeting was opened and after the 
usual routine, the regular business 
was taken up and disposed of rapidly.

company. 
It has no wells and no 


producing territory. 
Whatever gas 


it furnishes to the citizens of New- 
ark must be purchased by it front 
producers. 
This company has 
In 


times past bought 
gas 
from 
Mr. 


Everett, has a contract at present 
with Mr. Heisey and Is buying from 
other producers In addition to tne 
Logan Natural Gas & Fuel company. 
However, the Logan 
company has 


been furnishing most of the gas sold 
by this company. 


Three years ago when the rate or- 


dinance was first presented to the 
city council, we called attention to 
the fact the we could not continue to 
furnish gas at the rate of 20 cents 
with a 2 cent discount. 
When the 


charter which Mr. Jones seeks to 
annul was granted to this company 
by the city, it provided that this com- 


fort and suffering for tne last three 
days is about to be broken.

pany, for ten years, could charge 25 
rents net perJOOO cubic feet for its 
gas. For a short time the company 
charged a meter rate of 22% cents 
and then by reason of the Homer and 
Licking fields being developed and 
by reason of their nearness to this 
city, the company lowered iis price 
to 18 cents, and at no time there- 
after charged the 
maximum 
rate 


which the charter authorized it to 
charge. 
Instead, 
the 
company 


charged for gas at the rate of 18 
cents net and continued to so charge 
until the conditions in the field war- 
ranted it in believing that an in- 
creased price would be demanded of 
it as distributor and it would there- 
fore have to ask an increased price 
from its consumers. 


When the rate ordinance "was be- 


fore the council three years ago we 
advised the council of this condition, 
asked them to appoint a committee 
to investigate the gas situation and 
see whether or not under present 
conditions in the gas fields a higher 
rate would not be just and equitable. 


The council ignored our request for 


an investigation 
of conditions and 


proceeded to pass, at the behest of 
certain parties, the ordinance which 
is now in the courts. The company 
at once notified the city that it could 
not furnish gas under that ordinance 
and then counsel 
representing 
the 


city agreed that the company could 
charge 22 1-2 cents net for gas, the 
excess over 18 t o be held In escrow 
pending a Cetermination of the suit. 
By this act the city recognized that 
the claim of the company was worthy 
of consideration, although the coun- 
cil did not think so when the ordi- 
nance was presented to them. 


This company is not responsile for 


the conditions that 
prevailed 
here 


for the last four or five days. We 
have sought to purchase gas from ev- 
ery available 
producer. We have 


been unable to do so. If the parties 
who seek to annul our charter, will 
find any producer who Is willing to 
sell us gas so we can continue to 
furnish it to the citizens of this city 
at the price demanded in the ordi- 
nance, we will purchase 
from 
such 


parties and will furnish the gas. 


We are here to serve the people but 


we cannot perform miracles. 


It is impossible for us to buy gas 


and self it in Newark at the net price 
of 18 cents and we propose to file our 
answer in the suit brought by Prose- 
cutor Jones, setting forth these facts 
and will consent to an annulment of 
our charter if the alternative is a 
compliance with the rate 
ordinance 


insisted upon. 


The situation in brief is as follows: 
The Everett Gas and Oil company 


has no gas to sell. Mr. Heisey is hav- 
ing difficulty to supply his own cus- 
tomers. The Logan company can ob- 
tain at wholesale a better price than 
the Newark company is asked to fur- 
nish gas at retail in Newark. 


Now it is up to the city to say 


whether we shall continue in business 
or not.

After a service of sixteen years as 


Uncle Sam's secretary of agriculture, 
the Hon. Jas. Wilson was dislodged 
last March from the office he had oc- 
cupied so long, and 
Prof. 
David 


Franklin Houston of Missouri, moved 
in. There were several good reasons 
for this apparently heartless action. 
With a Wilson in the White House, 
and another in the cabinet, in the 
person of Secretary of Labor, 
there 


were enough Wilsons in Washington 
governmental circles. Another reason 
was that the Hon. James Wilson was 
a Republican, while Prof. 
Houston 


was a Democrat. 
So it happens that 


the former chancellor of Washington 
University, St. Louis, Mo., will cele- 
brate his forty-eighth birthday today 
as a member of the President's official 
family. 


Secretary Houston is the "baby" of 


the cabinet, although there Isn't much, 
difference between his age and that 
of Secretary of Commerce 
Redfield, 


aged fifty-five, who is the patriarch. 
Mr. Houston has long been prominent 
as an educator, but he has never 
played an active part in politics. Not 
much has been heard of him since he 
assumed office less than a year ago, 
but he has been strictly "on the job." 
One of his latest moves has been to 
start an official investigation into the 
high cost of beef, and he has appoint- 
ed a committee to look into the mat- 
ter. The investigators will follow the 
steer from the farm or ranch to the 
consumer, and will 
study all the 


questions involved in the production, 
transportation, slaughter and market- 
ing of 
meat 
products. Secretary 


Houston is married and is the father 
of three children.

PUT TO WORK ON 


SHOVELING SNOW

1 Washington, (Feb. 17. - [Special.] - 
Oond road* arfe "ou tbe highway to 
success," If a jnan can be allowed to 
express himself in that way. There 
seems to be no doubt iu the minds of 
supporters of government aid to roads 
that a bill will pass congress at 'this 
session which will give about |25,000,- 
000 a year for the purpose of building 
and Improving roads throughout the 
country.

In every jug of ointment, and It ap- 
pears that President Wilson Is not fa- 
vorable to tbe action of tbe house and 
looks to tbe senate to defeat the bill. 
If President Wilson Is squinting In 
that direction the bill will have hard 
sledding In the senate. Then a great 
many members in the house who voted 
for the bill because of political inter- 
ests are besieging the senators to delay 
the measure, if not to kill It 


"Crude and Co«tly.7 


I heard members of tbe house who 


voted for the bill speak of it afterward 
as "crude and costly," meaning that it 
has not been correctly drawn to meet 
all conditions. 
Particularly did they 


dwell upon the fact that $15 a mile a 
year expended by the national govern- 
ment, even when another $15 Is add- 
ed by the state or municipality, will 
not do much In the way of construct- 
ing and maintaining a mile of good 
roadway. 


Then there are features which amal- 


gamate the national and state govern- 
ments In the enterprise that have been 
characterized as "crude." Usually the 
bouse of representatives cannot give 
as careful attention to legislation as 
the senate. Too many men are Inter- 
ested, and there is too much neces- 
sity for talk and to make campaign 
speeches. 


Whatever may happen to the bill, its 


passage by such a large majority In 
the house has given tremendous Impe- 
tus to the good roads movement 


Good Authority. 


Discussing the bill providing for the 


method of election of United States 
senators, Senator Borah of Idaho pick- 
ed up a volume of the Congressional 
Record and remarked that he wonld 
quote from the debates upon the con- 
stitutional amendment After he had 
read a short paragraph, Senator Wil- 
liams of Mississippi asked: 


"Whom is the senator quoting?" 
"I was quoting from myself," re- 


marked Senator Borah somewhat hesi- 
tatingly, 


"I suppose you consider that good 


authority," said John Sharp, while the 
senate enjoyed Borah's embarrassed 
attitude. 


Sanatoria! Perquisites. 


Tbe senators found it necessary to 


limit the cost of telegraphing on ac- 
count of senators taking advantage of 
the privilege of using the wires too 
freely on "official business." They get 
the government rate of 1 cent a word, 
and a number of senator^ have spent 
a great deal of money of the govern- 
ment In the report on the subject the 
senate committee said that several 
senators seem to regard the telegraph 
as if it was the ordinary post service. 


Senator Gal linger proposed to deny 


the right to send telegrams at the ex- 
pense of the government and his 
proposition was supported by Senators 
Root and Warren. Just at that mo- 
ment Senator Thomas of Colorado re-

If tbe senate follows the advice of 


the president and strikes out tbe liter- 
acy test in the Immigration bill, there 
IB likely to bo a sharp conflict with 
the house. That provision was retain- 
ed In tbe bill by u tremendous major- 
ity, and the men who favored It were 
much iu earnest It is also well to re- 
member that the United States senate 
in the last congress passed the immi- 
gration bill over the veto of Presi- 
dent Taft and almost passed It over 
the veto in the house, although Taft's 
objection was laid solely on the liter- 
acy test, to which President Wilson 
has indicated his objections. ' 


Dixi* tht Land of Poetry. 


Eulogies over congressmen who have 


passed over the great divide have be- 
gun, and the Congressional Record 
blooms once a week with obituary 
poetry. It is noticed that the southern 
members Indulge largely in poetical ef- 
fusions of this character. It is rather 
striking that on one of the days wben 
eulogies were In order that a man from 
the south and a man from the north 
were eulogized. Not a line of poetry 
was uttered over the memory of tbe 
northern man, while there were a great 
many verses used in the tributes to 
the southern man.

We believe the best way

criminal to neglect to expose an evil 
whenever there is danger of its in- 
fecting any considerable body of the 
state. 
As Catholics we are not bet- 


ter here than our 
brethren 
else- 


where, and therefore whatever is 
charged against our 
church 
any- 


where throughout this land is equal- 
ly 
chargeable against 
us. 
These 


charges are especially unfair in thts, 
that they are not made in the open, 
but are cowardly, underground and 
secret. 


Again, they are not directed at any 


particular dogma or doctrine of our 
faith, but are aimed at that which 
is as dear as life itself—reputation, 
our good name as Christians and 
citizens. 


A specific instance of 
this 
un- 


christian campaign of malicious slan- 
der is found in a publication rightly 
called "The Menace" (for any move- 
ment to stir 
up religious 
strife, 


hatred and warfare among the peo- 
ple of a nation IS a menace to that 
nation, as history has ever shown). 


In addition to the Menace's usual 


line of infamous slanders and lies 
about the Catholic church, during 
the fall of 1912, it printed and cir- 
culated semi-secretly in this country 
and all over the country, a 
paper 


which it stated, was the 
genuine 


oath taken by the Catholic organiza- 
tion known as the Knights of Co- 
lumbus. 


This infamously false "oath" was 


too vile and indecent for public print 
and was so palpably preposterous that 
the Knights of Columbus (who have 
no oath) and Catholics generally, 
believed that no fair-minded intel- 
ligent person would be mislead by 
it and, being loath to stir up relig- 
ious strife, suffered it to go unchal- 
lenged publicly. 
But their silence 


has been maliciously misinterpreted 
as a tacit admission as to the gen- 
uineness of the alleged oath. 
The 


oath being unprintable in legitimate 
papers and being secretly circulated, 
was hardly to be reached by a gen- 
eral public denial.

They ad- 
mitted in Quarter Sessions Court that 
the circulars which they printed and 
distributed last spring, purporting to 
be an oath taken by the Knights^, was 
a base calumny and absolutely with- 
out foundation. Megonigel. who print- 
ed the circulars, entered a plea of 
guilty on the indictments, while Stage 
who distributed them, did not con- 
test the charges, entering a technical 
plea of nolle contendere. 


"James 
A. Flaherty,

counsel for the order, told Judge 
Wilson that the Knights felt that 
they had been vindicated by the pleas 
entered by the defendants, and ex- 
pressed themselves satisfied if the 
Court would discharge the defend- 
ants under suspension of sentence. 


"It is a very proper action on your 


part to relieve any doubt that may 
exist in the minds of other persons 
concerning these allegations," said 
Judge 
Wilson, addressing 
counsel 


for the Knights. "I realize that your 
church is doing a great good in the 
community and the country, and I 
do not think it at all strange that 
the members desire to be relieved of 
the opprobrium which 
would be 


properly ascribed to them in case the 
allegations in the alleged libel were 
believed to be so. While 1 am not a 
member of your faith. 1 have no 
prejudice, either in heart or inten- 
tion, and from my personal know- 
ledge of Mr. Flaherty, I should not 
readily believe that he would sub- 
scribe to any such oath or document

hastened to Mr. Flaherty and apolo- 
alistic organization, 
that the oath is the one which 
gized. 


"To prove to the court's satisfac- 


tion that the defendants 
had been 


duped, Mr. MacLaren said counsel had 
written to the Menace publication and 
received a reply which was handed 
to Judge Willson. The answer from 
the publishing company 
admitted 


that the paper was not in possession 
of the Knights of Columbus ritual. 
and advised the 
defendant that 
it 


would be folly for them to oase their 
defense on the authenticity of the in- 
formation which they received from 
it.
